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Claims Analysis 

Examiner is interpreting "pigment particles" to include organic, inorganic and 
carbon black. Examiner interprets the proviso excluding silicon containing group to the 
formulation of the epoxy compound but interprets other silane compounds as being 
allowed in the composition since the claim language is open. The examiner interprets 
"elevated temperature" as being any temperature above room temperature (~22°C). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ito, et 
al. (US 5969048). 

See entire document. Ito, et al. disclose: 

1. a pigment composition comprising pigment particles (col. 2, 1. 54; col. 7, 1. 
53-col. 8, 1. 12) and an epoxy compound, wherein the epoxy compound has an epoxy 
equivalent weight of less than 1000 (col. 5, 1. 53-63) and is selected from the Markush 
group of glycidyl ethers, glycidyl esters, cycloaliphatic epoxy compound and 
cycloaliphatic diepoxy compounds (col. 7, 1. 11-16). 

2. a pigment dispersion comprising the pigment composition supra and a 
dispersing agent (col. 3, 1. 4-5; col. 7, 1. 35-47). 
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3. a method of surface treating pigment particles comprising mixing the 
pigment as disclosed supra in the presence of a solvent to form a slurry, reaction with 
the epoxy compound supra at elevated temperature, removal of the solvent and drying 
the resultant mixture (col. 16, 1. 20-62; col. 18, 1. 10-30; col. 19, 1. 13-40).
